Of Kearney by Tom Rule 


Dennis Kearney, leader of the Sandlot party in 1877, 1878 and 1879, 
met one of his Waterloos in Santa Ana. 
He met several different kinds of 
Waterloos, including the defeat of the sandlot movement, but here in Santa 
Ana he met a physical Waterloo. 
Big Tom Rule, who worked for the Mc- 
Faddens, gave Kearney a big two-tisted beating that is always referred to 
as one of the events of early days in this city. 
The story of the affair is 
told in an article contributed to the Register’s Old-Timer series by W. H. 
Marquis, for years a resident of Santa Ana, now a resident of Monrovia.

ey when it comes to radical views 
and anarchistic advice.

Kearney was a political product of 


plenty of conservative men who be­ 
lieved in the general principles of 
the labor movement, and then, as 
now-, there were violent radicals who 
too often were able to sweep the 
conservatives aside.

Some wildly enthusi­ 
astic admirers proposed his name 
for president of the United States. 
Through it all Tom. somewhat bored, 
wore his honors with becoming mod­ 
esty. 
Rule was from Illinois. Before he 
was sixteen years of age he entered 
the service of the government dur­ 
ing the Civil War. 
At the time I became acquainted 
with him he was in the employ of 
McFadden Brothers, having charge 
of the old Newport landing wharf 
about ten miles south of Santa Ana. 
Rule was a splendid specimen of 
physical manhood and of extraordi­ 
nary strength. 
It is related of him 
that down in San Pedro one time he 
became involved in an altercation 
with the captain or mate of a vessel 
who unwisely drew a knife.

took the knife and threw it into the 
street, then, picking the fellow up 
with one hand he gave him u most 
terrific 
beating, 
after 
which 
he | 
hunted up the weapon and handed 
it back to the battered man who was 
confined to his bed for some days 
afterward.

Rule 
chanced to be al the J. M. Griffith 
j Company Lumber yard in Santa Ana 
when a man drove up in a wagon to, 
get a barrel of lime and asked for! 
someone to help him load it, where­ 
upon Rule picked up the barrel, put 
Ut in the wagon and then tossed the 
astonished driver up on to his seat, 
I remarking as he did so, “Drive on.”

Tom was the greatest lover of 
(cider I ever knew. I was clerking in 
lira Chandler'! grocery in Santa Ana 
and we handled a great many apples 
and had a big cider press in the hack 
room. 
Many a time I filled Tom’s 
big demijohns when he came up 
I from the Landing to get supplies, 
and many a sack of flour and other 
j things he ordered sent to his wife’s 
mother who was a widow. Tom had 
|a great big unselfish heart. 
It was in the early part of 1879 
that Dennis Kearney, the 
sandlot 
orator of Sen Francisco, conceived 
the idea that Southern California 
was in great need of his presence to 
The law firm of Flint & MacKay 
of Los Angeles, is in charge of the 
legal affairs of the new corporation, 
drawing up the articles of incorpor­ 
ation, by-laws. etc.

RIVERSIDE, Feb. 7 — R iverside’s 
parent navel orange trees are still 
in the land of the living, despite 
stories to the effect th a t the city is 
mourning the death of the historical 
trees. The U niversity of California 
citrus experim ent station experts, in 
whose 
care 
the trees have 
been 
placed, have not yet given up hope 
of saving the venerable patriarchs 
and authentic fathers of C alifornia’s 
navel Industry. 
Reports concerning the death 
of 
the trees, which w ere brought 
to 
Riverside 
from 
Brazil 
forty-five 
years ago, are based on a grain of 
truth, the only reflection on 
their 
veracity being that the trees are 
not dead. A hard fight has been 
waged and is still being waged to 
save them , and at least in the case 
of the tree a t the head of Magnolia 
avenue, and efforts bid fair to be 
successful. 
"W e are still holding out hope, es­ 
pecially for the tree at the head of 
the avenue,” said Dr. J. T. B arrett, 


head of the departm ent 
of 
plant, 
Pathology and acting director of the 
Riverside 
citrus 
experim ent 
sta ­ 
tion, when 
asked 
concerning the 
condition of the trees and the tru th 
of rum ors concerning th eir 
death 
last night. "The condition of 
tho. 
tree on the avenue looks prom ising, 
although there has been no rapid 
improvement. 
There is 
really no 
connection between the roots of the 
tree and the top. The top of the 
tree is a great deal larger than the 
small graftings that were m ade, and 
until they 
develop 
sufficiently 
to 
furnish more nourishm ent it cannot 
be expected that the tree will show 
any wonderful improvement. 
“W ith the tree in the courtyard of 
the Mission Inn the experim ents are 
still incomplete and in process of 
development.” 
Until the work has been com plet­ 
ed, Dr. B arrett stated, it cannot be 
known for a certainty w hether or 
not the tree will be saved. 
However, the fact rem ains 
th a t 
the trees are 
still 
alive, and 
al­ 
though their death may be im pend­ 
ing in th at their recovery is not a 
certainty, no effort is being spared 
to bring them bara to their natural 
vigor, and as long as there is
